Spends only weekends 
and holidays at home; lives as roomer in Halle 
throughout work week. 

3 . Social - Seems to lead a normal social life within 
a restricted circle of friends, including some 
amateur painters. 
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4. Financial - Has never appeared to be pressed 
financially. Does not possess any independent 
reserve. 

5. Political - Has no political affiliation and has 
so far resisted efforts to bring him into the SED. 

B. Estimate of willingness and ability to fill the follow- 
ing roles under Fall Pastime 

CALESA 8(e) would likely be willing to undertake one 
of several assignments. The most promising would, of 
course, be to continue as an agent. He might, however, 
be suitable timber for the purpose of heading a chain. 

He could also be used as a cutout, but since he is in 
a position to gather intelligence himself, it would seem 
to be a waste to employ him as a cutout only. This agent 
tends to be more daring than some, but his security is 
good. The Case Officer will explore this entire question 
with the agent at the time of his next visit to Berlin.
